HE firſt great Officer of the Crown was formerly 
the Lord High-Steward of England, or Vice- roy; for 
ſo the word Steward ſignifies in the Saxon, He was the ſame 
Officer with the Reichs Drotzer, i. e. Vice-roy, in Sweden, 
and the Stadt-holder- in Denmark, who is alſo called the 
King's Lieutenant, Our common Lawyers ſtyle him Magnus 
Angliz Seneſchallus z or Sen, in Saxon, Juſtice, and Schale, a 
Governor or Officer -. r 

This office is ſo ancient as K ing Edward the Confeſſor's days, 


as appears by an authentic MS, intituled, ** Authoritas Seneſ- 


& challi Angliz t; where as an example of his authority, 
it is ſaid, © ficut accidit Godwino Comiti Kanciz, tempore 
« Regis Edwardi Anteceſſoris Willielmi Ducis Normandiz pro 
* hujuſmodi male geſtis & conſiliis ſuis (per Seneſcallum An- 
« gliæ) adjudicatus & forisfecit Comitivam ſuam,” 

He was the Prime Officer under the King, for his office was, 
© ſupervidere & regulare, ſub Rege & immediate poſt, Regem” 
(as an old Record declares) © totum Regnum Angliæ, & 
„omnes. miniſtros Legum infta idem Regnum, temporibus 
© pacis & guerrarum 1. | 

Simon de Monifort, Earl of Leiceſter, held this office $ as 
Lord of Hinckley, in the county of Leiceſter; who forfeiting his 
eſtate to King Henry III. that Prince and his Succeſſors, con- 
ceiving the power too great and exorbitant, thought it no 
longer proper to truſt it in the hands of any ſubject, but only pro

By virtue of the firſt , he ſitteth judicially, and keepeth his 
cou:t in the King's Palace, where he receiveth the petitions of 
all Noblemen and others ; who, by tenure or otherwiſe, claim 
to do ſervice at the new King's Coronation, for which he re- 
ceives certain fees and allowances due by cuſtom, 

When he is appointed for the Arraignment of ſome Peer or 
Peereſs of the Nation for Treaſon or Felony, or ſome other 
greas Crime, he is #ttended in the following Manner t, viz. 

On the day of trial, early in the morning, the Judges in 
their robes, together with Garter King of Arms, the Uſher of 
the Black Rod, and the Serjeant at Arms, are to wait on the 
Lord High-Steward, at his houſe ; Garter, in his Coat of the 
King's arms, Black Rod having the White Staff, and the Ser- 
jeant at Arms his Mace, The three laſt wait in an apartment 
while the Judges go in to my Lord High Steward to pay therr 
hrs pliments to His Grace (for ſo is he to be called on theſe oc- 
caſions ). 

After a ſhort ſtay and collation, His Grace comes down, and 
goes to his coach in the following order: 

His Grace's Gentlemen, two and two, bare-headed, 

His Serjeant at Arms, and Scal-bearer (if he be Lord 
Chancellor or Lord-Keeper), both bare-headed, one with 
his Mace, the other with the Purſe. 

The Black Rod, with the Lord High Steward's ftaff, and 
Garter King of Arms on his right hand, in his coat of 
arms; both bare- headed. 

His Grace the Lord High Steward, in his uſual habit (unlefs 
he be Lord Chancellor or Lord-Keeper, and then in his 
rich gown, his train borne) followed by the Chicf Jub 
tices 3nd Judges,

The Peers being in their Robes, and the Mace depoſited on 
the uppermoſt woolſack, His Grate paſſes on to my Lord Chan- 
cellor's room, or to His Grace's chamber, but the Staff is not 
to be brought within the Houſe of Peers, | 
His Grace, having repoſtd a while, comes into the Houſe 
again; and Prayers begin, Then the Peers are to be called over 
by one of the Clerks Aſſiſtants of the Houle, Garter or his De- 
puty being allowed to come to the Clerk's table, to make a lift at 
the ſame time of the Peers preſent : which done, and Black 
Rod being ſent to ſee that the Court in Weſtminſter Hall and

They 
meet together in the King's court or palace, to conſult about 
matters of fate, and for the public good, honour, defence, 
ſaſety, and benefit of the kingdom 4, His Majeſty, by their 
advice, has power to publiſh proclamations, under ſuch penal- 
tics and pains as to him and them ſhall ſeem neceſſary ; which 
ſhail be obſerved as though they were made by act of Parlia- 
ment; provided they be not prejudicial to any*perfon's inheri- 
tances, offices, liberties, goods, chattels, or life: and whoſo- 
ever ſhall willingly offend, ſhall pay ſuch forfeitures, or be ſo 
long impriſoned, as ſhall be expreſſed in the ſaid proclamation : 
and if the offender depart the kingdom with an intent not to 
anſwer his ſaid offence, he ſhall be adjudged a traitor.

HE Lord Privy Seal is the Fifth great Officer; and his

In the proceſſion to the coronation, he is to carry the coif, 
gloves, and linen (to be uſed by the King upon that occaſion), 
the ſword and ſcabbard, the gold to be offered by the King, and 
the royal robes and crown, He is to robe, and take off his 
Majeſty's robes on that day, to ſerve him before and after din- 
ner with water to waſh his hands; for which ſervice he claims 
the baſon and towels for his fees, 10624 5 
He is to provide all things for the Houſe of Lords in time of 
Parliament, Moreover, all the officers belonging to the Ring

chamber are under his juriſdiftion, and are all ſworn-in y 
him. To him belongeth the whole government of the King's 
palace; and it is he that giveth the {word of ſtate to ſuch Lord 
as he pleaſeth, to be carried before the King when he goes to meet 
his 2 and walks on the right-hand of it, and the 
Earl Marſhal on the left, immediately before his Majeſty, 

This honour was long enjpyed by the family of Vere, Earls 
of Oxford, from the time o King Henry I. by an inheritance 
or eſtate tail, till ſuch time as John de Vere Earl of Oxford, 
dying without iſſue male by Margaret his ſecond wife, daugh- 
ter of John Golding, and Mary his ſole daughter by his ſaid 
wife becoming his heir, who having married Peregrine Ber- 
tie Lord Willoughby of Ereſby, their ſon Robert Bertie Lord 
Willoughby making his claim to the Earldom of Oxford, as 
alſo to the titles of Lord Bulbeck(of Bulbeck caſtle, in the pa- 
Tiſh of Whitchurch, near Aileſbury, Bucks) Sandford and bo 
dleſmere, and to the office of Lord High Chamberlain of * 
land ; aſter much diſpute, judgement was given on his behalf for 
that office, and accordingly was admitted into the Houſe of 
Lords with his ſtaff, 22 Nov. 2 Car. I. And his deſcendants 


have ever ſince, without interruption, enjoyed the ſame.

The ORDER of the GARTER. 7

HE Founder of this noble Order was "on eilen and 
potent Prince King Edward III. who, after obtaining 
many ſignal victories over his enemies, did erect this Order, 
anno 1359; conſiſting of himſelf as Sovereign (who is always 
the King of England), and twenty-five, Knights-Compatiionsof 
this Order, beſides other officers, - which now are a Prelate, 
Chancellor, Regiſter, Garter King of Arms, and Uſher, - 
'The Prelate is an Officer of honour only, having no penſion 
or fees allowed him by the conſtitution of the Order, The 
Office i is veſted in the Biſhop of Wincheſter and his Succeſſors. 
On his admittance, he kneels between the Sovereign's Sons 
and takes an oath conſiſting of theſe particulars :

HE Faith of Chriſt was planted in theſe parts towards 

the latter end of Tiberios Cæſor's time, but appeared 
wot till the reign of King Lucivs ; who, publicly profeſſing it, 
procured three 1 Sees to be erected, at theſe three 

laces, viz. York, Caer-Leon upon Uſk, and London, for the 
North, Weſt, and Southern Parts; and allotted Suffragan Bi- 
ſhops to each of them, But of theſe, and their ſucceſſion, little 
appears excepting ſome footſteps in ſome places, by which we 
may perceive the havock and tuin of our Religion, made by the 
Saxons, But when thoſe people embraced Chriſtianity, they 
grew more fond of it than they formerly had been averſe ; and 
with one conſent tolerated it.

179 

for Dr. Stillingfleet, Biſhop of Worcetter, plainly proves, that

learnedly diſproves the tradition of Joſeph of Arimathea, ſup- 
poſed not only by ſome, but zffirmed by others, firſt to have 
preached the Goſpel to us. In King Lucius's reign, there 
were three Archbiſhopricks, viz. at London, York, and Caer- 
leon upon Utk ; which laſt, in the time of King Arthur, who 
came to the Crown ann. 506, was by him removed, to avoid 
the fury of the Saxons, to this place, then called Menew (in 
Latin Menevia), and fince by us called St. David's. In St. 
Auguſtine's days, who prefided at Canterbury ann. 568, this 
Metropolitan Church had ſeven Suffragan Biſhops, vis, Wor- 
ceſter (Wicciorum), Llandaff, Bangor, Hereford, Llan-Elwy 
(or St. Afapb), Llan-Badern (in Latin Paternenſis), in Car- 
— and the laſt Margam in Glamorganſhire : of theſe, 
Llan-Badern and Margam have long fince been immerged. He- 
reford and Worceſter have for a conſiderable time been reck- 
oned among the Engliſh Biſhopricks ; ſo none left to the Metro- 
politan of St. David's, but Llandaff, Bangor, and St. Aſaph, 
Of thoſe Biſhops who governed this Church, twenty-five who 

firſt ſate here had the title of Archbiſhops ; of whom Sampſon 
the laſt, by reaſon of the peſtilence raging in his Dioceſe, re- 
tired to Dole in Britanny, and took his pall with him; and al- 
though twenty of his Sueceſſors loſt the title, yet they reſerved 
the power; fo that the other Welſh Biſhops received their con- 
ſecration from them till Henry the Firſt's time, when Bernard 
a Norman, Chaplain to Quten Adeliſe, that King's Conſort, 
was, ann, 1115, not choſen by the Clergy of Wales, accord! 
to cuſtom, but forced upon them by the King, who had filled 
almoſt the whole county of Pen broke with Fleming, driving

into the Choir, which takes up no more than the area of the 
Steeple ; in that ſpace are the twenty-four Stalls, facing the Altar, 
and on the North and South fides, which are tolerably hand- 
ſome, The Steeple ſtands. upon four maſſy pillars, on the 
North and South ſides of which are two —— croſs aiſles, 
called St. Andrew's Chapel and the Chanters Chapel; both 
which are handſomely covered with lead. In the North aiſle, 
under the Or — is a ſmall room uſed formerly for a Pe- 
nitentiary, a the Penitents ſtood ; and in the wall are 
ſmall round holes, which let-in the ſound of thoſe that offici- 
ated in the Choir, for the benefit of the Penitents. 

Beyond the area of the Steeple, is a large ſpace between the 
choir and the Altar-rails, known by the name of the Chancel, 
which reaches from the Stec ple to the Eaſt end of the Altar, and 
is divided by Jow rails from the Choir. In the area ſtands the 
tomb of Edmund of Hadham Earl of Richmond (balf-brother 
to King Henry VI. and father of King Henty VII.) who died 
November 1, 1456. | ee, .

vided ſtreams of the Ouſe, and other ſmaller rivers, 
converting a great part of this Iſle into Fens and Marches, Its 
ſituation, being foggy and unhealthful, is one cauſe why it is 
of no great beauty or reputation; and of leſs would it be, were 
it not for its being a Biſhop's See, and County Palatine, ſince 
the reign of King Henry I, 

Ethelred conſort to Egfrid (who was elected) King of the 
Norchumbers ann. 671, Gended here a Nunnery, of which ſhe 
was firſt Abbeſs. But this her foundation being deſtroyed ( by 
the Danes) with the Church about the year 875, Ethelwold, 
who was choſen Biſhop of Winckeſter ann. 963, by the favour 
of King Edgar, rebuilt it again, placing therein Benedictine 
Monks ann. 970, and dedicated it to St. Ethelred aboveſaid ; 
the King himſelf, together with his Succeſſors, granting them 
ſuch ample privileges, and beſtowing ſuch fair poſſeſſions, that 
it ſeemed equal to any Church in England. | 

Richard, the eleventh Abbot, being defirous to quit himſelf 
of Robert Bloet, Biſhop of Lincoln, within whoſe Dioceſo his 
Abbey ſtood, dealt with King Henry I. to turn the Abbey into 
a Cathedral, which was accordingly done; and, on the ſepara- 
tion of this Biſhoprick from Lincoln, ann. 1108 and 1109, great 
reyenues were appropriated to it; and the Biſhops were veſted 
with the rights of a County Palatiue, in the Iſle of Ely; which 
they held till the reſtraining act *, made ann. 27, by King Hen. 
VIII. who took away ſeveral privileges and demeines from the 
Church: nevertheleſs it was enaCted (inſtead thereof) That 
« the Biſhop of Ely, and his Temporal Steward for the Iſle of 
« Ely, ſhould from thenceforth be Juſtices of the Peace in the 
„ ſaid Iſland.” No Biſhop, except Durham, enjoys ſo great 
prerogatives ; for he appoints the Judge to hear and determine 
all cauſes within this Iſle, and holds Aſſizes, Gaol-delivery, 
and Quarter Seffions, at pleaſure, in his Liberty; and hath his 
Chief Bailiff or Officer in the City of Ely, and Undor-Bailiffs 
of the Hundreds, for execution of proceis, and nominates 
Juſtices of the Peace, 

The Builders of this magnificent Church, which loftily ſhews 
itſelf an eminent and beautiful land-mark to the adjacent coun- 
try, were, as we are told by Speed and others, Geffery Rydall 
conſecrated Biſhop October 6, ann, 1174, 20 Henry II. who.

LOUCESTER ww antiently the ſeat of a Britiſh 
Biſhop, cafled in the ſubſcription of Synodical Acts 
« Epiſcopus Cluvienſis;“ this town being formerly called 
Clevid, as Camden obſerves; and in the Biſhop's Palace at 
Glouceſter has been ſeen the name of Eldadim, ſaid to be Bi- 
ſhop there in the Britons days. But whether it was a Bi- 
ſhoprick, in thoſe times I cannot pretend to ſay, any more 
than others, who are better Antiquaries, and have confined 
their ſludies more cloſely to the hiſtory of Cathedrals and the 
Dignitarie» of thoſe Churches. That Church which was here 
was brought to 8 in the time of the Saxons; and when 
they entertained the Chriſtian faith, it was under the authority 
of the Biſhops of Litchfield, as afterwards of thoſe of Worceſter. 
But in later days it was diſmembered from that Dioceſe. And 
by charter * dated September 14, 1541, 32 Henry VIII. it 
was erected into a Biſhoprick. The King alſo appointed the 
Abhey of Glouceſter to be the Cathedral, and 2 to John 
Wakeman the laſt Abbot, whom he made firſt Biſhop, the Ab- 
bot's manſion in Glouceſter Monaſtery, the manors of Maiſe- 
more, Brokethorpe, Hareſcombe, Preſton, Longford, Droiſ- 
court, Rudge, and Farley, in the county of Glouceſter ; the 
vineyard-houſe and park, containing 15 acres ; Portham mea- 
dow, containing 67 acres ; a moiety of the woods in St, Mary- 
Load pariſh in Glouceſter ; the rectories of Hartbury, Maiſe. 
mcre, Upton St. Leonard, Camme, North-Leech, South- 
Cerney, and Standiſh, in the county of Gloceſter ; certain 
rents iſſuing out of the rectories of Rendeomb, Teynton, + 
Kempsford, and Nimpsfeild ; the advowſon of Stincombe 
reQory ; the manors of Hope-Manſell, Dew-Church, and 
Kilpeck, in the county of Hereford ; the advowſons of Dew- 
Church and Kilpeck atoreſaid ; of Glaſebury and Devynnock, 
in the county of Brecon; and of Cowaine and Ewias Harold, in 
the county of Here'ord ; the chapel of Pyperton, and T'ythes in 
Aſh, Lempſter, Birch, and Strode; and the rectory and ad- 
yowſon of Newport, in the county of Monmouth.

Queen Maud, Conſort to Henry I, elected Biſhop ann. 1101, 

built a great part of this church, Giles de Bruſe, fon of the 

Lord Bruſe, conſecrated Biſhop of this See September 24, 

1200, built the Tower at the Weſt end. Edmund Audley, 

- tranſlated to this See from Rochefter June 22, 1492, was a 
great benefactor to the Lady Chapel, and built a neat Chapel 
on the South fide of it, near which ſtands the Vicar-College, 
The whole Cathedral is vaulted throughout with good ſtone, 
and was ſumptuouſly adorned by contributions begun and car- _ 
ried on by Biſhop Biſſe, who cauſed the Choir to be beautified : 
throughout, and a moſt magnificent Altar-piece to be erected 
(few or none in England equal to it), and expended * ſums 

of money on the Biſhop's palace; and had he lived, he deſigned 

to have repaired the Cloyſters, lying on the South fide between 
the Biſhop's Palace and the Cathedral.

David's have what remains thereof, , 
The firſt Biſhop here, of whom is any good record, is St. 


Dubritius, inſtated in this See ann. 436, by St, German * and 


St. Lou, two French Biſhops, who, coming into theſe parts to 
extirpate the Pelagian Herely, appointed him Metropolitan of 
all theſe parts, We. are alſo told + that he ſate ſometimes at 
Caer-Leon, and at other times here, But, if we rely on the au- 
thority of Biſhop Godwin , he tells us, that he was appointed 
Metropolitan ann. 490, in which year he was appointed to ſue- 
ceed Threminius at Caer-Leon by Aurelius Ambroſius one of 
the laſt Britiſh Kings; and that he held both ſees in commen- 
dam, till the year 512, and then reſigned to his Diſciple St. 
Teleian, . 2 | W 

The Cathedral ſtands in a bottom on the North-Eaſt fide of 


the pleaſant village from whence it takes its name, near the 
banks of the Taf. It is entire, having no Cloyſters about it, 


or any other outward buildings, At the Weſt end are two 
towers ; thatto the South, called the old Tower, now ruinous, 
ſeems to be as old as the Church; the other to the North, was 
built by Jaſper de Hatfield, Earl of Pembroke (created Duke of 


Bedford ann. 1485), fon of Owen, Tudor, by Catherine daugh- 


ter of Charles VI. King of France, The Nave of the Ch 
is divided from the Choir by a ſcreen. It hath alſo North a 


South aiſles, to the laſt of which adjoin the Conſiſlory- court 


and Chapter-houſe. I here are ſixteen Stalls in the Choir; 
the Organ-loft is over the Stalls on the North fide of the Choir 4 
there are in it ſome ſhattered remains of an Organ within a 
wooden-caſe, with ſome of the pipes bing, looſe, and diſordered 
in the caſe ; it was given to this Church by the Lady Kemyſh, 
of Cefn-Mabley, in Glamorganſhire, after the e of 
King Charles il At the upper end of the South aiſle is a ſinall 


Chapel, in the middle of which is the door that opens into the

The entire ruin of this Biſhoprick may be attributed to the 
Norman invaſion, in the time of Biſhop Herewald (who was 
elected ann. 1059), who ſeized on all the lands of this diſtrict, 
and diſpoſſeſſed all the inhabitants. At which time the Church 
was almoſt leveled to the ground, and the revenues ſo confif- 
cated, that out of twenty-four Canons it could not maintain 
two; ſince which time this Biſhoprick has never recovered it- 
ſelf, but remained poor. Anthony Kitchin, alias Dunſtan, 
who was elected to this See. March 26, 1545, became a miſe- 
rable impoveriſher of it, in ſelling or letting out on long leaſes 
almoſt all the lands then remaining to his See; inſomuch that 
Biſhop Godwin, one of his ſucceſſors, charges him in a great 
meaſure with the ruin of it, in theſe words, Fundi noſtri 
« calamitas,” 

This Dioceſe contains the greateſt part of Glamorganſhire 
and Monmouthſhire, in which are 238 Churches and Chapels, 
of which twelve are ruinous, and 98 impropriations. Here is 
only one Archdeacon, who is called of Llandaff, and fix Dean- 
ries, viz, Llandaff, in the county of Glamorgan 3 Groncath, 
alias Cowbridge, Abergavenny, in the county of Monmouth; 
Netherwent alias Chepſtow, Newport, and Uk.

The charge of carrying on the whole, which was 
finiſhed about the year 1286, was by indulgences +, 
. 1, Henry de Lacy, who was Earl of Lincoln ann, 1251, and 
Ralph de Baldock, Dean of this Church, were great benefac- 
tors to the new work ; which was paved about the year 1312 
with marble, Three years afterwards a great part of the Spire 
was taken down, and a new croſs with a pomel handſomely gilt 
ſet on the top of it, In the croſs were put the reliques of ſeve- 
ral Saints by Gilbert de Segrave, who was elected Biſhop of 
London ann. 1313, and died three years afterwardst , 
Another fire happened on Candlemas eve ann. 1444, occa- 
ſioned by lightning, which was not fully repaired till 1462, and 
then a rich weathercock, made of copper and gilt, was ſet up 9. 
On June 4, 1501, it was again ſet on fire by lightning, which 
Having burnt the whole Spire, ſpread itſelf over the upper roof 
of the Church and aiſles, entirely conſuming all the rafters, 
and whatever elſe was combuſtible, in four hours time : where- 
upon Queen Elizabeth ſent her mandate to the Lord Mayor of 
London, commanding him to take a method for the immediate 
repair of the damage; which, by the bounty of the Queen, and 
contributions of the City of London, the Clergy of the Pro- 
vince of Canterbury, and others, was made nas. before April 
1566, at the charge of 6700l. 135. 4d. ; but the Steeple was let 
alone, After this, from 1631 to 1643, William Laud, Biſhop, 
Sir Paul Pindare, and others, largely contributing, the whole 
fabrick (except the Steeple) was repaired and beautified, the 
ſums received within that time amounting to 101, 330l. 4s. 8d. 
But in October, 1642, the flames of civil diſſenſion burſting | 
out, this glorious work was ſtopt : for, the following March, 
the money, goods, and materials given for the repairing this ca- 
thedral, were ſeized by order = Parliament, the body of the 
Church turned into a quarter for horſe ; and part of the Choir 
with the reſt of the Building Eaſtward was, ann. 1649, by a par- 
tition-wall made of brick, appointed for a preaching place, and 
ſo it continued till the Reſtoration ; when it was made the 
Choir, while the other parts of the Church were repaired, 
which had been done, had not a more dreadful fire broke out, 
as I have before obſerved, that deſtroyed the whole Church, 
Thus was this glorious fabrick buried in aſhes till King Charles 
II. in the 19th year of his reign; paſſed an Act of Parliament 
for the rebuilding. of it; and e rms the duty on coals, 
culm, &c. for that purpoſe : by which means, after the old 
walls were pulled down, and the rubbiſh taken away, the foun- 
dation of the preſent beautiful Church was laid ann. 1675,

The Biſhop hath. precedency before all Biſhops of the kings 
dom, next the two Archbiſhops, together with the title and 
place of Dean unto the Metropolitan of Canterbury; whoſe 
office is, not only to preſide over the other Biſhops in their Sys 
nods, in the abſence of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, but to 
receive his mandates for the meeting of Synods, and, for, trapſe 
acting other affairs relating any ways to the Eccleſiaſtical Power; 
and ſo having received them, he is to declare the tenor and pur» 
port of ſuch mandates to the SuffraganBiſhops.. a " 

This Dioceſe contains in itſelf the counties of Middleſex and 
Eſſex, with that part of Hertfordſhire which is left out of Lin- 
coln Dioceſe; in it are reckoned 622 Pariſhes, and of them im- 
| propriated 189; for the government whereof, there are ap- 
pointed five Archdeacons, viz. of London, ' Middleſex, Eſſex, 
Colcheſter, and St. Albans. 

It is valued in the King's books at 11191, 88, 4d..; the tenths 
of the Clergy, amounting to 8211, 15s, 1d, To the Church 
it hath given five Saints; to the State, nine Lords Chan- 
cellors, — Lords Treaſurers, one Chancellor of the Ex» 
chequer ; and two Chancellors to the Univerſity of Oxford.

HIS Dioceſe, like Exeter and Linco!n, was once two 
ſeparate Biſhopricks ; the one of Suffolk, whoſe ſeat 

was Dunwich (then on the ſea ſhore, but now under water, 
and called at this time Southwould-Bay) ; the other of Norfolk, 
whoſe See was at North-Elmbam, now a ſmall village, not far 
from Repeham, à market-town in the county of Norfolk. 
The Biſhop of the firſt (or of the Eaſt- Angles), appointed ann. 
636, was Felix, a Burgundian, who firſt converted thoſe peo- 
pe Bifus, the third from him, elected ann. 665, perceiving 
imſelf, by reaſon of his great age, not able to undergo ſo great 
a charge, divided his Dioceſe into two, making North Elm- 
ham the Biſhop's ſeat for that part of the whole which we now 


call Norfolk, In the time of the Daniſh fury they both lay 


dead, North-Elmham after a hundred years revived, but the 
other never roſe again to this day. North-Elmham, having 
thus poſſeſſion of the whole juriſdiction, held it not long; for 
Herfaſtus, Biſhop of both Elinham and Dunwich, in ho ele- 


venth century removed it to Thetford; whoſe next ſucceſſor 


but one, Herebert of Loraine, removed it to Norwich, This 
Biſhop built the Priory here for 60 Monks, the Cathedral, Bi- 
ſhop's Palace, and ſeveral other Churches in this county, as at 
Lynn, Elmham, Yarmouth, &c.

His Biſhoprick is of great antiquity; it has never 
d the See ſince be S as all the reſt 
have done in the South-Weſt parts, This city, formerly the 
Venta Belgarum of the antient Romans, is pleaſantly ſeated in 
a valley b-twixt hills, on the banks of a river; it was of note 
for being the place where the Roman Emperors formerly ha 
their rich embroiderics made. In the time of the Saxons, it 
was twice conſumed by fire, and by them rebuilt, * 
the royal ſeat of the Weſt- Saxon Kings; and by Kingil, 
elected K ing of the Weſt-Saxans ann. 612, this Cathedral was 
founded and endowed, who beſtowed on it all the land within 
ſeven miles of Wincheſter. Kenewalchin ſucceeded his father 
Kingil in the kingdom of the Weſt-Saxons ann.

The Church now flanding was begun by Walkelin, choſen 
Biſhop of Wincheſter ann. 1093, whoſe ſucceſſors purſued: his 
noble deſign ; but it was not finiſhed till William de Wick“ 
ham's time, who was elected Biſhop ann. 1 365» and built the 
greateſt part of the Weſt end of this Church; the Chapels on 
the Eaſt· end beyond the Choir having ſeveral different founders. 
The whole Church was at firſt dedicated to St. Amphibalus, - 
then to St. Peter, after that to St. Swithin oppointed Biſhop of 
this Church ann. 838, -and-laſt of all to the Bleſſed Frinity, as 
it now continues. The Biſhops of this Dioceſe are Chancel- 
lors to the dee of Canterbury, and Prelates of the moſt Noble 
Order of the Garter; which office of Prelate was originally 
veſted in them ann. 1350 (in the 23d year of the reign of the 
valiant and puiſſant King Edward III. who then founded that re- 
nowned inſtitution), and hath ever ſince been continued to them. 
Formerly, the Biſhops of Wincheſter had the title of Earl of

HTS Biſhoprick was founded. by Fthelred King of 
Mercia ann. 679, and taken out of Litthfield, He alfa 
built a Cathedral in this city, which was called by Antonine 
and Ptolemy Branonium, and by the Romans Vigornia, who 
are ſald to have firſt built it, the better to ſecure. themſelves 
from the Britons beyond the Severn, on the Eaſtern banks of 
which it ſtinds, having over that river a ſtone bridge with. a 
tower upon it, and thence arifing with a gentle aſcent affords 
a moſt agreeable proſpect. In the time of the Danes it ſuffered 
much, as well ag afterwards, by frequent conflagrations, which 
laid it almoſt waſte, and left it deſpairing of a recovery, But it 
roſe at laſt out of its aſhes, and by degrees is come to what we 
now ſee it, adorned with many fair Fouſes and churches, be- 
ſides the Cathedral aforementioned, which is a ſtately ſtruc- 
re. | | 

Oſwald, elected Biſhap of Worceſter ann. 972, in the rein 
of Edward the Oonfeſſor, firſt undertook to rebuild the Church 
here, and expelled the married Prieſts, and was the firlt who 
brought in Monks ann. 964. But his foundation being de- 
ſtroyed by the Danes; Wulſtan coming to this BHiſhoprick ann, 
1062, in William the Secpnd's reign, began the fabrick of the 
Cathfdral now ſtanding, and eſtabliſhed in it 30 Monks; and 
dying January 19, 1095, was buried in this Church, He was 
in ſuch eſteem for his ſanity, that he was afterwards canonized 
for a Saint, Silvester de E:eſham, firſt a Monk, afterwards 
Prior of this Church, conſecrated Biſhop July 3, 1216, mag- 
nificently repaired this Cathedral, after it had been burnt in 
art; cauſing it to be new dedicated to St. Mary, St. Peter.

Biſhop has followed, in making a new Stone-front to his Palace, 
ſtanding on the North-Weſt ide of the Church, which, with 
what he farther deſigns, will render it one of the beſt Biſhops 
houſes in England.

In a ſurvey given ann. 26 Henry VIII. before the aljenations 
of Church-lands, the Temporalities and Spiritualities, deduct- 
ing all reprifals, amounted to 104g]. 17s. 3d. according to 
which it was then aſſeſſed for Firſt fruits and Tenths ; though, 
as it is now, it pays only 10441. 178. 9d, . 

This Dioceſe contains all Worceſterſhire, except twenty-one 
Churches and Chapels in Burfard Deanry, which belong to 
Hereford, It has alſo above a third part of Warwickſhire, the 

ariſhes of Brome and Clent, in the county of Stafford; 
R pariſh, in the county of Salop; and Iccomb and 
Caw Honyborn Chapelries in the county of Glouceſter, It has 
only one Archdeacon, viz, of Woiceſter, under whoſe juriſ- 
diction are theſe Deanries, Worceſter, Blockley, Droitwich,

1466 ; that the Biſhops in Scotland withdrew themſelves from 
their obedience, having Archbiſhops of their on uation ; and 
further pretending, that, on zccount of the fzequent wars bes - 
tween both kingdoms, the Metropolitan of York could bear 
no fatherly affection to his ſons in Scotland. nt 
The Cathedral Church ſtands in a city which, for fame and 
grandeur, is the ſecond in England. It is in the North Riding 
of Yorkſhireq ſituate on the river Ouſe, which divides it into 
two parts, though it is joined . by a ſtately ſtone bridge. 
That part of the city to the Eaſt is the moſt populous,” the 
houſes ſtanding thicker, and the ſtreets natrower. In general, 
it'is fair, large, and beautiful pile of building,” adorned with 
ſeveral elegant ſtructures both public and private, and incloſed 
with a ſtrong wall, which has ſeveral turrets upon. it. 5 
In ſhort, it is rich and populous, well inhabited by gentry; 
opulent merehants and tradeſmen; and contains about thirty 
Pariſh Churches and Chapels, beſides its Cathedral, firſt begun 
by Edwine King of the Northumbers ann. 627, but finiſhed by 
St, Oſwald his next ſucceſſor but one, elected King ann. 634, 
and dedicated to St, Peter, But their foundation being deſtroyed 
by fire and ſword at the firſt entrance and invaſion of the Nor- 
mans, Archbiſhop Thomas, elected ann, 1070, began in Wil- 
liam Rufus's time a new foundation of this Church; which 
ſuffering much by fire, Roger of Bilhops-Bride,, conſecrated 
October 10, 1154, pew-huiit the Choir, and vaulted it un- 
derneath. He lo. fourtde} St. Sepulchre's Chapel, adjoining 
to the North-Weſt end of the Minſter, and rebuilt the Arch- .. 
biſhop's palace here. John a Roman, elected Archbiſhop ann, 
1285, _—_ the fabrick of the Nave of this Cathedral, which 
was finiſhed by William de Melton, elected ann. 1315. 
His ſucceſſor William le Zouche, elected arn, 1340, bepan 
the foundation of a Chantry before.St, Edmund's Altar, and by 
his will bequeathed 5ool. to finiſh it; which John Thoreſby, 
his immediate ſucceſſor, not only perſormed, but alſo laid the 
firſt tone of the foundation of the Choir in his own Cathedral, 
as it no remains; then contributing a hundred marks; and 
afterwards while he lived laying out annually 2091, as he had 
romiſed : he alſo was at no ſmall expence in adorning St, 
Maty's Chapel beyond the Choir, into which he removed the 
bodies of ſeveral of his predecetiors, and founded a Chantry ta 
pray for their ſouls, as well as for his own.

Riding with that of Mapleton. Walter Skirlaw, who was ad- 
mitted Arehdeacon of the Eaſt-Riding ann. 1361, finiſhed this 
fabrick, which was 151 years in boilding : before his removal 
from this Church, and preferment to Litchfield, thinking the 
middle Steeple, built by Archbiſhop Romaine too low, he 
led part of it down, and built that which is now landing. 
This Dioceſe contains above three parts in four of Yorkihire, 
all Nottinghamſhire, and theſe Churches and Chapels in the 
county of Northumberland, being Hexam Peculiar juriſdiction, 
via. Hexam and Whitby Chapel, St. John's Lees, with Bing- 
feld and St. Oſwald Chapels, Allerdale, with Ninebanks Cha- 
pel, and Tockerington.

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HE City of Carliſle is pleaſantly ſented on the South 
banks of the river Eden, not many miles from its fall 


into the ſea; being watered beſides, Eaſt and Weft, with two 


rivers of leſſer note, the Pettrel and Canda, at their fall into the 
Eden. It is a town of great antiquity, flouriſhipg even in the 
time of the Romans; after whoſe departure it ſuffered much b 

the inroads of the Scots and Pitts, But the Danes 1 
demoliſhing it, it lay ruinous till William Rufus rebuft it: 
and Henry I. his brother and ſucceſſor, erected here a Biſhop's 


See. The greateſt part of that which makes this Dioceſe was, 


in the infancy of the Church of England (as is conceived), part 
of the Biſhoprick of W hitherne-or Candida Caſa, in the pro- 
vince of Galloway, now a part of North-Britain, but then par- 
cel of the kingdom of the Northumbers. But when the Scots 
had conquered the country beyond the Tweed and Salway, the 


town of Carliſle, with the county of Cumberland in which it 


ſtands, were ſevered from the Dioceſe of Carliſle, with 15 miles 
about it, being beſtowed on St. Cuthbert Biſhop of Lindisfarne 
or-Holy-lland,-on the fea coaſt of Northumberland, by Egfride 
King of the Northumbers. Ann. 679, the remaining part of 
the country ſubmitted to the juriſdiction of the Archdeacon of 
Richmond. Thus did it continue till the year 1133, when a 
Biſhop's See was firſt eſtabliſhed here; and by that means ano- 
ther Suffragan Biſhop was added to the Metropolitan of York, 
The Cathedral Church here had been founded not long before 
by Walter, Deputy of theſe parts for King William Rufus; 
and by him dedicated to the honour of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
but endowed by King Henry I. out of the monies which the ſaid 
Walter had collected for that *purpoſe, by the perſuaſion of 
Athelwolph, whom he conſtituted rhe firſt Biſhop here ann, 


1132. Gilbert de Welton, conſecrated Biſhop of this See ann. 


2353, finding the fabrick too mean in reſpect to that of other 
Cathedrals, with the' aſtiftance of ſome of the Priors, and help 
of money (as is preſumed) left by Robert Ecclesfield, founder 
of Queen's College, Oxon, began the foundation of a new 
Choir ſoon after he was preferred to this Biſhoprick, which 
was finiſned by his ſucceſſors, Thomas de Appleby, conſecrated 
ann.

Allerdale, Carliſſe, Menreth, in the county of Cym- 
berland, and Weſtmoreland Deanry, in the cbunty of "Web. 
moreland ; under whom are ninety- three pariſhes, but thoſe (as 
all the Northern are) exceeding large, and of them eighteen 
are impropriate, The Biſhoprick is valued in the King's books 
at 53ol, 4s.

Nevertheleſs this little remote Biſhoprick has yielded to this 
nation one Lord Chancellor, and two Lords Treaſurers; be- 
ſides three Chancellors to the Univerſity of Cambridge.

In ſhort, this city is beautified with fair buildings, both pub- 
lic and private; and adorned with large well-diſpoſed ſtreets, 
ſupplied wich 1750 water by conduit-pipes from the Water 
tower, 35 yards high, and eight broad. Along the ſtreets are 
galleries (or rows, as they call them), with*ſhops on one fide, 
through which galleries a perſon may walk free from wet when 
heavy rains fall. On the Northern part ſtands the Cathedral, 
with the Biſhop's Palace adjoining, formerly the Abbacy. 
This Biſhoprick, as it is in this place to be taken notice of, 
was founded ann. 33 Henry VIII. though formerly it was in 
Litchfield Dioceſe ; one of which Biſhops, named Peter, re- 
moved his See hither ann. 1075 (eight years after he had ſate at 
Litchfield) as to a more aprecable'and noted place; which pro- 
bably was the reaſon why ſome of his ſucceſſors were called Bi- 
_ of Cheſter, But Henry VIII. taking it from the Dioceſe 
of Litchheld, erected it into an Epiſcopal See, made up with 
the revenues and juriſdiction of the two Archdeaconries of Rich- 
mond and Cheſter, and appointed it ſuffragan to the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury: but afterwards conſidering that Canter- 
bury had a ſufficient number of Suffragans before, whereas the 
Archbithop of York had no more than two; he ſubjected this, in 
Nr 1542, by att of parliament, for ever, to the-province of 
ork.

This Cathedral Church was a Monaſtery formerly, fouridel 
by Leofrick, an officiary Count in theſe parts, and by him de- 
dicated to St. Werebetgh ;, but repaired, beautifjed, endowed 
aud Forpiſhed with Monks by —_ ſurnamed Lupus, made

firſt Earl of Cheſter ann. 1070; which conſtitution was by King

St, Werebergh's Church is a large regular fabrick, though 
built at different times; the fide Aiſles, Nave, and South Tran- 
ſept, being uniform, the North Tranſept and Chapter-houſe 
appearing much older. The firſt in all probability were built 
in Edward the Fourtb's and Henry the Seventh's time. The 
Stalls in the Choir are neatly wrought with Tabernacle-work.

This Dioceſe contains the whole counties of Cheſter and 
T,incaſter, part of Cumberland, Weſtmoreland, and Yorkfhire ;

1 in Lindisfarne, or Holy-Ifland, on the Sea- coat of 
orthumberland, by the firſt Biſhops of this Northern region, 
becauſe its remoteneſs and ſolitude rendered it more proper for 
the ſervice of God, But both Biſhop and Monks being forced: 
from this their eſtabliſhment by the mercileſs Danes, who com- 
mitted unaccountable hoſtilities here, about the year of Chriſt 
800, after wandering from place to place, at length they ſettled 
at Cheſter on-the Street, in the county of Durham, and there 
continued near 160 years, till, ann.

St. Cuthbert did not only give name to this Cathedral, but 
alſo to all that country which is now called the Biſhoprick of 
Durham, but in former days St. Cuthbert's patrimony. For 
to him and his ſucceſſors in this See was all the country be- 
tween Teis and Tine granted by Alfred, elected King of Eng- 
land ann, 873, which grant his ſucceſſors Edward  Athelſtan 
and Canute the Dane not only confirmed, but alſo augmented, 
So well was it cadowed with privileges and royal grants, that, 
at the coming -in of the Norman Conqueror, the Biſhop was 
reputed à Count Palatine, and engraved on his ſeal a Cheva- 
lier holding in one hand a naked ſword, and in the other a 
ſhield, with the arms of the See, viz. Three Mitres with 
Labels: and, as ſuch a Count or Temporal Lord within the 
county of Durham, all cauſes were tried in his name; and he 
had the appointment of the Sheriff, divers of which preroga- 
tives he ſtill retains, and by virtue thereof claims precedency 
of all Biſhops of the kingdom, London only excepted ; and ac- 
cordingly has place in Parliament without . to priority of 
conſecration, Moreover, it was once adjudged in law, 
that tho Biſhop was to have all forfeitures and eſcheats within 
the liberties, as the King of England had without: but thoſe 
were impaired by * Henry VIII. and all together with the 
lands, and all rights thereunto belonging, inveſted in the Crown 
by act of parliament, paſſed in the laſt year of the reign of 
King + Edward VI. But in the 4 ſecond parliament of Queen 
Mary's reign that act was totally repealed, and a reviver made

But, after many diſputes, at length the + Norman King took 
an oath before Lanfranc, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, inviolably

and more eſpecially thoſe of King Edward. Furthermore he 
cauſed the kingdom of England to be ſurveyed t, in order to 
know what land each: perſon held, and the number of Knights- 
fees and plough-lands: therein contained; what bondmen and 
kilns y had, and what rent every man's eſtate 
could yield, which he ordered to be recorded in a roll, which 
was called Rotulus Mintoniæ, and tranſcribed in that book now 
called Doomſday-book. He alſo appointed that deeds ſhould

Of any Laws made by his immediate ſuccefior William Rufus, 
we have no Conſtat. But to him, the original of claiming the 
profits of vacant Biſhopricks and Monaſteries, which were of 
the King's patronage, is attributed, and the which are com- 
monly called Firſt- Fruits. 
King Henry I. 5 confirmed thoſe Laws, commanding both

This Court is now properly called the King's Bench, becanſe 
in it are handled all pleas of the Crown; and all manner of 
treaſons, felonies, miſpriſion of treaſon, &c. Moreover, it has 
power to examine and correct all errors in Fas, aud in Law, 
committed by the Judges and Juſtices in their judgements and 
proceedings in Courts of Record; and this not only in pleas of 
the Crown, but alſo in all pleas real, perſonal, and mixed, the 
Court of Exchequer excepted, It has alſo power to correct 
other errors or miſdemeanours extrajudical, tending. to the 
breach of the peace or oppreſſion of the ſubject; and to grant 
prohibitions to Courts Eceleſiaſtical and Temporal, to keep 
them within their own juriſdiction, and may admit any perſon 
to bail for any offence allowed bailable by Law.

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The manner and order of efeating a'Serjeant at this time · 
18 as follows* : On the morning he is to receive his degree, wine 
und cukes are ſent to one of the Serjeants Inns, for the Judges 
and Serjeants; and likewiſe to the Inn whereof the new Ser jeant 
is a member, there to be preſented to the Society: after which, 
the Benchers and Barriſters repair to the Serjeant's Inn where 
all ths old Serjeants are, paſſing two and two together, the 
Warden of the Fleet and his tipſta ves, and the Marſhal cf the 
Court of Common Pleas, proceeding all bare-headed before 
them to Weſtminſter ;5 and _ come near to the hall, the 
new. elected Serjeant putteth on his party-coloured robe, and 
entercth the hall, paſſing to that part of it oppoſite to the Court

hie Court, ſays the ſame author, by report, began from the 
very Conqueſt of this kingdom, and was erected by King Wil- 
liam. That it had its name from the place at which they ſate, 
there is no room to ſcruple, if we confider the party-coloured 
cloth which covered the table, which the French called Cheguy. 

As to the authority and dignity, the ſame author fays,—

By which it is evident, that the Exchequer was a Court dif- 
ſerent from the Court Where the King ſat in perſon, and whence 
there was no appeal. 

In this Court, by the inftitution of William the Conqueror, 
not'only the great Barons of this ne pre as well Eccleſiaſti- 
cal as Secular, but alſo the Juſticiary of England, fat as Chief by 
his office, and ſo continued for a conſiderable time: for in the 
reign of Henry II. the abbot of Abingdon being dead, and the.

MASTER of the Rorts 


HIS place is both honourable and profitable. It is in 
the King's gift either for life ot otherwiſe, as his Majeſty 
pleaſeth. He is called Maſter of the Rolls, as having the Cuf« 
tody of all Charters, Patents, Commiſſions, Deeds, and Re- 
cognizances, which being made up in parchment rolls gave 
occaſion for that name; and from thence the place where they 
are kept is called the Rolls; which, being founded at firſt for 
the converted Jews, was, after their expulſion out of England, 
annexed for ever to the office of Maſter of the Rolls. 
In this place, the Maſter of the Rolls may jure 9ficii, and 
by virtue of a commiſſion, hear cauſes with twa Maſters, . 
without the Lord Chancellor. He has in his gift thoſe confi- 
derable offices of the Six Clerks in Chancery, the Examiner's 
offices, three Clerks of the Petty-bag, and the Cle ks of the 
Rolls-Chapel, where the Rolls are, kept.
